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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on June 3, 2009, the examiner has carefully considered 
the amendments. The examiner acknow ledges the addition of new claims 1 1-12. 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 2/ 13/2009 is sufficient to overcome the rejection of 
claims 1 and 3-10 based upon Niwa et al (JP 08-231938; JP 08-218296; and JP 08-269392). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment, filed June 3, 2009 and February 13, 2009, 
with respect to claims 1 and 3-12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1 and 3-10 as being unpatentable over Niwa et al (as cited above) has been withdrawn. After 
reconsideration of the record, as well as, the cited prior in view of the instantly filed remarks and 
declarations, the examiner deems one of ordinary skill in the art would not have expected the curability 
and/or the transparency as found in the instant declarations from the teachings/composition as taught 
by the cited prior art (Niwa et al). The examiner deems the instantly claimed invention is non-obvious 
over the prior art. Additionally it is deemed the cited Niwa et al references do not anticipate and/or 
render obvious the teachings in newly added claims 11 and 12. Niwa et al does not set for the use of 
iodonium salt photoinitiators having metal anion as found in instant claim 1 1 nor does Niwa et al set 
forth the use of the cationic photoinitiator or photoinitiator combinations as found in claim 12. 
Therefore the instant claim is distinguished over the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed.
